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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicants' election of Invention I (claims 1-5 and 10-20) in the reply filed on 12/6/2007 
is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed 
errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP § 818.03(a)). Claims 6-9 have been withdrawn. 

Applicants' overlooked the requirement for species election. However, in order to 
expedite the prosecution, the examiner has withdrawn the species election requirement. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 5 and 14-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such omission 
amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See MPEP § 2172.01. The 
omitted structural cooperative relationships are the placement of the strippable protective coating 

layer. For the present Office action, it is presumed that the strippable coating is deposited over 
the silicone based adhesive layer as illustrated in Fig. 2 of the application. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in pubhc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-4 and 10-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by EP 0 
571 649. 

EP '649 relates to a dicing-die bonding film comprising a substrate (base film) having 
formed on one side thereof a pressure-sensitive layer, a first adhesive layer, and a second 
adhesive layer for producing semiconductor chips [abstract]. The second adhesive layer can be 
formed by semi-curing a silicone resin [col. 6, 11. 47-55]. A semiconductor wafer is placed on 
and bonded with the second adhesive layer of the film to fix the wafer. The resulting wafer is cut 
into chips by suitable means such as a rotary wheel cutter. The dicing-die bonding film has a 
sufficient holding power during cutting thereof into chips and the cut chips can be smoothly 
peeled along with the first and second adhesive layers due to the good release properties of the 
first adhesive layer to the pressure-sensitive layer [col. 7, 11. 24-57]. 

For claims 1-4, the pressure-sensitive layer and the first adhesive layer together read on 
the two-layer laminated undercoat. Further, since the film holds the chips cut from the 
semiconductor wafer, its base fihn has a surface area greater the wafer. EP '649 anticipates all 
the features of the claimed invention. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this OfRce action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 5 and 14-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over EP 0 
571 649. 

For claims 5 and 14-20, EP '649 is silent about coating a strippable protective layer over 
the silicone based adhesive layer. However, the examiner takes Official notice that, coating a 
protective layer over an adhesive outer layer is common and well known practice to one skilled 
in the art of adhesive tape, hence it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to do so, 
motivated by the desire to prevent contaminants from diminishing the adhesiveness of the outer 
adhesive layer.
